The following features from independent claim 1 
are known from document Dl; see, in particular, 
figure 1: 

wireless microphone system (100) with an attached 
antenna (28), which form a mechanical unit. 



The reference signs relate to Dl . 

It is normal to a person skilled in the art to use 
a circulator or an isolator with an antenna, for 
example so that the transmitter amplifier can 
function to an optimum degree (see the 
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application, page 2 of the description) . More 
particularly, the circulator can be integrated so 
that the antenna and the circulator can be 
attached or screwed on together (see, for example, 
D2) . 

If a person skilled in the art were confronted 
with the problems 

of altering the microphone from Dl (or a 
normal cordless microphone) so that the 
antenna can easily be replaced (e.g. when it 
is broken or so that it works in a different 
frequency range) ; 

of optimising operation of the amplifier in 
the cordless microphone from Dl, 

said person being aware of D2, it would have been 
obvious to him to connect the antenna to a 
circulator and to integrate the two in a 
replaceable block, as in D2 . 

Claim 1 is therefore not inventive in relation to 
the combination of Dl and D2 (PCT Article 33(3)) . 

The features of the claims are not followed by 
reference signs placed between parentheses (PCT 
Rule 6.2 (b) ) , 

Contrary to PCT Rule 5.1(a) (ii) , the description 
does not cite documents Dl and D2 or indicate the 
relevant prior art disclosed therein. 
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
